SEANCE 
WITH 
HENRY C. GORDON. 
| To the Editress of The Watchman: 


This afternoon I attended a seance at 
Henry C, Ggrdow's in company with one 
other person ouly (Mrs, Huuter, a well- 
known Spiritualist).
